Tue ANIMAL PICTURED on the hand 
of Academy Research Associate Stanley C. Williams 


is a giant hairy scorpion of the genus Hadrurus, fam- 
ily Vejovidae. It is a gravid female who, by the 
time you read this, will probably have given birth 
to some 20 living young. All in all, to entomologists, 
this is an exciting circumstance for many reasons. 


_ Dr, Williams, an Assistant Professor of Biology at 


_ San Francisco State College, and two graduate stu- 


dents were sampling the scorpion fauna in San 
Benito County near Panoche and as a result dis- 
covered four previously unknown species of scor- 
pions. The female pictured above is one of them. 
Members of this particular genus are the largest 
scorpions in North America and are among the larg- 
est scorpions in the world. The Hadrurus specimens 
found are being described at this time as part of a 
revision of this genus. 


The giant hairy scorpions are of special ecological 
interest in that they play a role of top carnivore in 
many ecological environments. They feed on mice, 
lizards, snakes, other scorpions and insects. It is 
interesting that this scorpion often does not use 
venom in procuring its prey but depends upon) a 
vice-like pedipalp for immobilizing the victim while 
being eaten alive. Members of this genus produce 
possibly the largest amount of venom of any North 
American scorpion, Its lethality is as yet untested 
but probably is not dangerous to man.

Dr. WILLIAM N. ESCHMEYER 
has been the recipient of National Science Founda- 
tion grant in the amount of $22,400 for research 
entitled “Systematics of Scorpionid Fishes”. Dr. 
Eschmeyer is Associate Curator and Chairman of 
the Department of Ichthyology. The grant became 
effective September | and will continue for a period 
of approximately two years. 


Frepric L. Frye, D.V.M., a Research 
Associate in Aquatic Biology (Steinhart Aquarium), 
was one of seven veterinarians receiving honorary 
awards July 15 at the 106th annual meeting of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association in recog- 


nition of outstanding contributions to the veterinary 
medical profession, specifically for “outstanding re- 


search activities while engaged in private practice”. 
During the past year Dr. Frye was a member of the 
team of scientists who participated in a CAS expedi- 
tion to West Pakistan to capture and study the blind 
dolphins of the Indus River. He has and continues to 
render may important services to Steinhart and its: 
finny inhabitants.
